British Laborites Win, Fail 
To Gain Control of Commons 


LONDON, Feb. 24 (A P )— Britain’s v oters hav e returned the socialist Labor party to 
power but without a big enough majority to control the house of commons. 
The result, which showed Labor and Conserv ativ es almost neck-and-neck, means that 
another election is almost inev itable in the near future. 
Today ’s dramatic count of the ballots showed Prime 
Minister Clement A ttlee’s Laborites won 314 seats in the 
625 seat House of Commons; Winston Churchill’s Con­ 
servatives 29 4, the Lib erals 8 and the Irish N ationalists 2. 
A neu traj speaker was also retu rned, leaving six districts still to 
report.

YOUR HEALTH

PAINFUL warts are those occu rrin g 
on the sole of the foot. 
Becau se of their 
location , they are kn ow-n as plan tar wrarts. 
Like those which sometimes appear on 
other 
parts, their origin 
is 
u n kn own , 
thou gh It has been su ggested that they 
may be d u e to in fection with an u n id en ­ 
tified viru s. 
Sin ce plan tar warts become very pain ­ 
fu l becau se of pressu re, a n u mber of d if­ 
feren t treatm en ts have been tried . It 
has been shown that they are easily re­ 
moved by freezin g with d ry ice. 
Virtu ­ 
ally all of the man y cases treated by this 
method were cu red . 
In carryin g ou t this treatm en t, the 
wart is first shaved with a kn ife u n til 
slight bleed in g occu rs. Then a piece of 
d ry ice the size of the wart is held on 
the wart for on e min u te. Followin g the 
treatm en t, there may be a bu rn in g sen ­ 
sation which lasts for 18 hou rs, bu t it is 
n ot severe. 
No ban d age is applied to 
the wart. The patien t is in stru cted to 
trim away an y callu s which d evelops an d 
retu rn in three weeks. Then the treat­ 
men t is repeated if there is an y evid en ce 
th at the wart has n ot d isappeared . 
A 
third application may be n eed ed if the 
wart persists. 
An other treatm en t employs silver n i­ 
trate. 
Here, too# the wart is shaved ju st 
as in the u se of the d ry ice. 
The 
are« 
su rrou n d in g the wart is 
covered 
with 
petroleu m jelly or a 
similar 
su bstan ce. 
Then the silver n itrate is applied to the 
wart with an applicator. Pressu re on the 
wfart is m ain tain ed for 15 min u tes. 
The 
applicator is then removed an d a piece of 
cotton is held in place on the wart by a 
ban d age for 24 hou rs. W ith this form of 
treatm en t from five to ten application ? 
are n ecessary at weekly in tervals. 
Other forms of treatm en t in clu d e the 
u se of the electric n eed le. 
Cu res are ob­ 
tain ed in from 75% to 90CJ of the cases 
by this method . 
A n u mber are also re­ 
lieved by x-ray treatm en t. In an y case 
the physician will d ecid e which form of 
treatm en t will be most su itable. 
Plan tar warts are pain fu l an d shou ld 
be elimin ated as qu ickly as possible.

P R E F A C E 


By the Autho r 


This is the sto ry o f Jesus. 


It is a chro no lo gy o f ev ents fro m th« 
betro thal o f Mary and Jo seph to the day s 
after the Resurrectio n, and the episo des 
are taken fro m the fo ur Go spels. What is 
imaginativ e in the narrativ e is largely detail 
to fill in chinks left o pen in the Bible ac­ 
co unts; no thing has be^n included that did 
no t seem a reaso nable assumptio n fro m the 
reco rds. 


In writing anew the wo nderful life o f 
Jesus, the autho r has had but o ne tho ught 
in mind, and that was to induce readers to 
go to the Go spels and hear the sto ry at 
firsthand. 
It was Rabbi So lo mo n B. Free- 
ho f, o f a great Jewish temple in Pittsburgh« 
who said to me at dinner o ne ev ening that 
the unspo ken scandal o f o ur times was the 
hidden fact that Bible-reading had been 
largely giv en up in America. 


Later, as I trav eled aro und the co untry 
and talked to many different kinds o f men 
and wo men — fello w passengers in Pull­ 
man and day co aches, steno graphers, lecture 
co mmittee chairmen — 1 made casual al­ 
lusio ns in co nv ersatio n to Biblical passages. 
I so o n disco v ered that references which in 
my bo y ho o d were cliches o f fro nt-po rch talk 
had no meaning whatev er fo r these later 
co mpanio ns. 
Ev en such o bv io us phrases as 
“ Thirty pieces o f silv er” o r “ The talent 
buried in a napkin” o r “ The angel that 
tro ubled the waters” left many listeners 
with blank stares. 
Yet when I ex plained 
the meaning, their interest was clear; a 
sample fro m the great histo ry inv ariably 
ro used the appetite fo r mo re. 


These ex periments helped me to co me to 
a lo ng-co nsidered reso lutio n. Ev er since my 
first v isit to Palestine, in 1 9 35 , I had been 
tempted. A to ur o f Galilee, Samaria, Judea, 
and Transjo rdania had ev o ked again in me 
a deep interest in Christianity which had 
filled me up when 1 was y o ung. No w, after
